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Seven more live letter drops were recruited during the reporting period | they 
were designated CABATCfTs -113 through -II 9 . CABATON - 117 withdrew immediately 
after recruitment, however, and CABAl^CN-118 will not be available for assign- 
ment until after January 1964. CABATCHa -115, -114, -115, and -II 6 have 
already been operationally assi'gned, and all new agents are being tested. 

Pour CABATCN agents, all unwitting, were terminated during the quarters they 
were CABATCNs -43, - 69 , -70, and -66. There were 50 active CABATCN agents 
at the end of the reporting period. We have obtained more agent leads from 
the Frankfurt ODACID files, and have begun a ^mlAar search of Stuttgart 
ODAcm records. In addition, we are combing Frankfurt ODIBEX files PCl former 
German employees for further agent candidates in the Frankfurt area. Finally, 
our program for answering work-wanted advertisementa in German newspapers has 
once again begun to not an encouraging number of replies.

AGEirr PROSPECTS) 


During the quarterly period we «xoe again relied heavily on ODACID files 
of PBPRIME oitlzens living in Germany for agent prospects , Unfortunately, 
Project case officers were able to contact only a hdndful of the leads In the 
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Duasaaldorf ar«a which had be«i obtained troK OMCIS files in that city. 

The fat^it lay in the fact that the reoorde ware a year or more old, and 
nH^ of the iirospeots had since moved. Frankfurt ODiCIB files have proved 
te he more np^ to-date and reliable, hcvever, add wo have requested six PQis 
as a result of our initial interviews with persons in that area. One of 
these has siaoe become CABiTGB-119. The Frankfort files continue to supply 
a siseable nnaber of agent leads, and the geographic limits of the Frankfurt 
ODiCID district are such that the leads live not only in or around Frankfurt 
itself, but as far afield as Ibssel and Fulda { we are thus able to avoid 
too great a ocnoentratlon of agents in Frankfurt. Ve are now in possession 
of alcrofllBS of the Stuttgart QDICID records of FBFHDIS citisens as well,^ 

^ md intend to begin combing then soon. In gmeral, this oategoxy of agents 
leads is not particularly productive in toms of numbers t the group appears 
highly mobile, and only a very mall percentage of the many FBFRUlElrs listed 
are suitable CASLTOI material, gowever, those who da mabt our qualifications 
are usually motivated toward recruitment for pstrieils reasons. 

Te have also continued to answer work -wanted advertisements in the 
German newspapers, with somewhat more encouraging results. Of 44 fom letters 
which we have sent out, nine have brought replies. German citisens seeking 
extra work will often fail to respond to our letters simply because they are 
not interested in workiag for ODISEX. We have found, however, that' if we 
reply to the advertisements immediately, we have a good chance for favwable 
replies'. We then follow this up with personal visite as quihkly as possible, 
lere again wer are striving for a wide geographical distribution of agmits, 
by answering ads from newspapers printed some distance from Frankfurt. ^ 

In addition, we have begun perusing the vSlminous Frankfurt QDIBKX 
files of fomer Geiman employees, as mentioned in the Reference. Unfortunately 
the most recent of these files pertain only to 19^1, so here again we are faced 
with the possibility that many leads may have since moved. There are files 
on several hundred employeea who resigned during I96I alone, however; the 
initial group of oandidatee is large. Our intention la to first take a 
aampliug of ^0 or 60 seemingly prosilsing leads from these files, and then to 
attempt to contact and interview them. If they prove to be generally acceptable, 
we will continue to search the files; if not, we will ng| devote too much time 
to this category of prospects, is in all our quests for CABiTCR candidates, 
we will feel successful if we can request FOAs on of the people whomr.we 
have interviewed. a 

it the end of the reporting period we held four unsxploited FOis, end 
were awaiting receipt of five more. During the next quarter we will attempt 
recruitment of all persons on whom PQis are granted. 

OTIER MilL FACILITIES > 

The CAMTOf mail facilities remained eseentially the same during the 
past quarter. We have received a request from BOB to send yj more teat letters 
to the home addresses of MB staffers in Berlin; this channel has not yet 
been used for operational mail, however. A new feattire in this oategcry is 
the receipt of two numbered post office boxes at APO 757 in Frankfurt (of 
several which FOB recently acquired). We have tested these addresses (which 
consist only of the box number and APO number, without unit name) with dummy 
letters, and found them satisfactory; they have not yet been utilised, 
operationally, however, 

SECURITY » 

A security problem arose during the quarter with the compromise of 
the cover unit APO forwarding address to West German authorities through the 
CABATC8-67 affair. Ckce it was verified that this was official ODYGKE 
intelligence activity, the authorities proved quite cooperative. However, we 
cannot assess how widely in FadRep offiolal clroles the use of this particular 
cover unit la now known, and ao will take steps to terminate its use ae 
promptly as feasible. This may iavelve uae of APO P.O. Boxes or another APO 
oewKT unit. We do not feel we can at jureaent create a auitable non-official 
facility to receive operational mail forwarded from out-of-town CABATCHa.
